Thefirst issue iswhether or not
the appellants have aright to appeal. The second issueis, if you find they do have aright to make an
objection, to decide whether or not the appeal should be granted or denied.

b. Board Decison

Motion by Ahonen/Ladwig, that the appellants have sanding to makethe appeal. Ahonen —
nay, Ladwig —aye, Parker —nay. Motion denied.
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Findings

Ahonen —1 voted that they do not have standing because thereis no infringement on the day
light, theair, or asubstantial deterioration of any view that they may have. Thisisadead-end
dreet. Thereisno street noise. Theamount of trafficin thereisminimal. Thedisruption of
adjoining easementsand that type of thing that has been disturbed or in congtruction are, in
my opinion, civil issuesand should be dealt with civilly.
